Sewer system blows bubbles 

Harmless soap suds from nutrition company emerge on Court, Main streets

Anderson County driv¬ 
ers may have noticed piles 
of what appeared to be 
soap suds bubbling out 
from sewer drains on Court 
and Main streets on Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

According to Public 


Works Director Larry 
Hazlett, these piles of soapy 
suds are actually pet sham¬ 
poo lather run off from the 
company KNS, Inc., located 
on Railroad Street. 

The Lawrenceburg ani¬ 
mal nutrition company 
had been rinsing out plastic 
totes containing surfactant, 
an ingredient in shampoo 


that allows it to lather, on 
their property, Hazlett said, 
and the suds flowed down 
all the way to the sewer 
drains on Court Street and 
the corner of Main and 
Court streets. 

Hazlett said the sub¬ 
stance is actually “food- 
grade” and is harmless, 
even safe for consumption. 


City won’t 
give county 
Ollie Bowen 

Judge-executive says snow, ice 
removal now up to council

Give Ollie J. Bowen Drive to the 
county, and you might as well give 
away Main Street. 

That’s what council member Ken 
Evans says. 

“I just don’t think we 
need to be giving away 
a street in the middle of 
town,” Evans said, add¬ 
ing that the reserved 
signs were just taken 
down on the street a 
few months ago.

Medleys are represented 
by public defender Scott 
Getsinger. All three were 
previously declared 
indigent. During a court 
hearing last month, 
Comley said the Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney’s 
had offered a plea bar¬ 
gain, which would have 
avoided a trial, but that 
assistant Commonwealth 
Attorney David Nutgrass 
had rescinded the offer. 

Neither that offer 
nor any others appear 
in court documents 


related to the case, and 
it remains unclear what 
that offer was. 

The charge against 
them stems from a state 
police investigation dur¬ 
ing which Case report¬ 
edly told troopers that 
the 3-year-old was tied 
to her bed from 8 p.m. to 
6 a.m. each day. She also 
acknowledged that the 
child was also tied to the 
bed for a two-hour nap, 
and spent an additional 
four hours tied up for 
discipline, according to 
the documents. She was 
also tied up to a booster 
seat in a kitchen chair 
for up to an hour a day 


for discipline. 

The child was tied 
up with a curtain sash 
by lacing it through the 
arm holes in her shirt 
and behind her back. It 
was then fastened to the 
bed using a large horse 
collar safety pin, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 
The sash was also used to 
tie her to a kitchen chair. 

Case, the grand¬ 
mother, told investigat¬ 
ing troopers with the 
Kentucky State Police 
that the girl “spent more 
time tied up than free,” 
according to documents. 

Case also told inves¬ 
tigators that she was 


tied up because she was 
“getting out of bed and 
getting into things,” and 
that she was trying to 
“get out of the residence 
when everyone was 
asleep.” 

Case added that the 
girl’s mother, Rebecca 
Medley, “would tie [the 
girl] up very tightly 
and that [her] move¬ 
ment was very impaired 
and she was not able to 
escape.” 

The girl was being 
tied up from June 1 
through Aug. 3, when a 
child protective services 
worker alerted the state 
police.

Council approves first reading for 
economic development water rates 

In August 2011 the city council 
asked for a cost of service study 
to examine setting a temporary 
water rate as a possible incentive 
for businesses to locate within city 
limits. 

The cost of service now com¬ 
pleted, the council unanimously 
approved a first reading to set a 
temporary economic development 
water rate for city businesses. 

The economic development 
rate would allow the city to offer a 
discounted water rate for targeted 
high-end users on a temporary 
basis. 

With the exception of the South 
Anderson Water District, the 
economic development rate will 
affect all city residents, but will 
not burden current residential 
customers. 

“We’re not asking the current 
retail customers to bear the bur¬ 
den, they’ll [industries] be given 


an incentive to get a break on the 
retail price,” City Clerk Robbie 
Hume said in an interview with 
The Anderson News in August 
2011, “but it would not be at the 
expense of the current, residential 
customers.” 

Currently each residential cus¬ 
tomer pays a small portion of the 
fixed cost needed to treat the city’s 
water. This payment is used to off¬ 
set the expense of the city’s debt 
service for city water treatment 
and delivery. 

If the economic development 
rate were implemented, the city 
would decide on a specific rate for 
a certain volume of water used by 
the business or industry in ques¬ 
tion. 

That new rate would only 
include the variable cost of treat¬ 
ing the water, not the fixed cost. 

According to Hume, historically 
the highest water users in the city 
have been YKK, Florida Tile and 
Wild Turkey. 

City fire to offer 
junior firefighter program 

Four junior firefighters have 
now joined the fire department 
in participating in safety training 
and community outreach events, 
Fire Chief Robert Hume said dur¬ 
ing his departmental report. 

Hume said the state fire com¬ 
mission recently starting offering 
a new program for teenagers to 
train with city firefighters. The 
city fire department had par¬ 
ticipated in a similar program 
with the Boy Scouts organization, 
Hume said, but it has been many 


years. 

“Now it gives a better oppor¬ 
tunity for these young people to 
come in and train with us,” he 
said. 

Junior firefighters must be at 
least 14 years old, and be covered 
under their parents’ insurance. 
There are other rules the junior 
firefighters have to follow, Hume 
said, such as maintaining grades 
and abstaining from the use of 
tobacco products. 

The junior firefighters are 
restricted in how they can serve 
with the fire department, but are 
free to participate in training ses¬ 
sions, events like the department’s 
Toy Drive and local parades. 

Once junior firefighters reach 
the age of 18, they can apply to 
become a firefighter, Hume said. 

Other business 

The mayor announced the new 
appointments to the city’s code 
enforcement board beginning Jan. 
1,2013. 

Gail Humston, Kenneth Bot¬ 
toms and Sandy Whitaker were 
all reappointed to their positions 
on the board. 

Steve Rucker, who will be fin¬ 
ishing his term as council mem¬ 
ber Dec. 28, was also appointed to 
the board for a three-year term. 

City hall offices will be closed 
Dec. 24 and Dec. 25 for Christmas. 
They will also be closed Dec. 31 
and Jan. 1 for the New Year’s holi¬ 
day.

Fact: Tim Wright should 
be next health director 

I nterim Health Director Tim Wright is the best person to lead 
the Anderson County Department of Health, and the follow¬ 
ing cold, hard facts, obtained via open records requests, make it 
perfectly clear. 

The Anderson County Board of Health is expected to name its 
new director when it meets next Thursday, and regardless the 
other candidates’ qualifications, degrees, pedigrees or anything 
else, the fact is Wright’s the best person for the job. 

Fact: During Wright’s 10 months as the department’s interim 
director, he has guided it from the point of financial collapse to 
one that is on a solid financial footing. 

Fact: When Wright took over in February, the department was 
hemorrhaging red ink with losses in excess of $180,000 in each the 

previous two years. 

Fact: By June, Wright had not only 
stopped the bleeding, he had posted 
a positive budget figure of $46,500, 
ending the fiscal year in the black. 

Fact: Because of that, what 
appeared to be an almost certain tax 
rate increase was staved off, saving 
taxpayers already outraged over the 
money being wasted from seeing 
their taxes increased. 

Fact: Before Wright’s tenure, that 
department annually squandered as 
much as $15,000 in travel costs, send¬ 
ing the previous director all over the 
country to resume-building confer¬ 
ences. Wright has put a stop to that, 
and even has staff receiving required 
annual training online vs. traveling 
away from the office. That budget 
is now a fraction of what was being 
spent. 

Fact: The department’s HANDS 
program, which provides invalu¬ 
able services to first-time parents, in 
March was losing an average of $81 
per day. 

Fact: By June those losses were cut 
to an average of $72 per day and, by 
September ,were down to $8 per day. 

Fact: By the end of October, that 
program was earning — that’s right, 
earning — an average $42 per day, a 
positive turnaround of $123 per day 
that equals a 152 percent increase in 
revenue. 

Fact: That program is now, by percentage, the third most uti¬ 
lized in the state and, as a result, Wright in October was able to 
secure an additional $60,000 in state revenue to continue its suc¬ 
cess. That success marked the first time in the agency’s history 
that it posted results beyond the state’s average. 

Fact: The WIC program, which provides food funds for women 
with infants, has also been improved. In September, Wright was 
able to secure an additional $4,700 in state funds due to increased 
service levels. 

Fact: Wright has done a remarkable job mending fences torn 
down by his predecessor that include nearly every other public 
agency in Anderson County. Now, those agencies speak glowingly 
of the health department and know they can rely on Wright at 
any time, day or night. 

Fact: Not only did Wright take a very public and professional 
lead when a whooping cough outbreak hit the public schools, he 
was front and center late last Monday night and through the day 
Tuesday when raw sewage was allegedly pumped into the ravine 
off Wildcat Road. 

Trust us on this; had this happened before Wright’s tenure, his 
predecessor wouldn’t have been within 20 miles of that stinky 
mess, let alone at the scene offering expert advice and ensuring 
that the health of Anderson County residents was not jeopardized. 

There is a small mountain of anecdotal evidence, as well, not 
the least of which is that the number of cars parked there during 
the day appears significantly higher since Wright took over. 

That, more than any amount of money saved, is the single 
most important aspect of what Wright has accomplished during 
the past 10 months. Instead of people shunning that facility, they 
now gladly use it, a trend that’s certain to continue as long as he is 
in charge. 

After all, the health department’s mission is to provide pre¬ 
ventative services, which in the long run saves untold taxpayer 
dollars. 

For the board of health to hire anyone but Wright will be a 
colossal mistake on par with hiring Wright’s predecessor and the 
decision to construct a $2.5 million building that any level-headed 
person knows wasn’t necessary. 

During the past year, the board, like Wright, has gone miles to 
undo previous mistakes and re-establish public trust. Let’s hope 
that trust isn’t dashed by hiring anyone but him, and that he is 
able to continue on with the wonderful job he’s doing.

For homebound, a visit can be best gift of all

gifts that you can buy 
or make yourself but also to 
provide special service and 
visits to people 
you love. 

The home- 
bound often 
appreciate a visit 
as much as hav¬ 
ing a gift. With 
limited access 
to the outside, a 
person’s world 
can shrink con¬ 
siderably and 
he may feel dis¬ 
connected from 
people and the 
community. 

One of the greatest gifts 
you can give someone who 
is homebound is your time. 
Make it a point to talk with 
these friends or relatives 
including those living in 
long-term care. Listen to 
their stories, learn from them 
and try to put yourself in 
their shoes. 

Include homebound rela¬ 
tives and friends in as much 
of your family’s holiday 
celebration as possible. This 
may include taking the 
holiday celebration to them. 
Remind your loved family 
and friends why and how 
they are important to you 
and your entire family. 

Remember to be respect¬ 
ful of their wishes. One of 
my friends was homebound 
because chemotherapy made 
her very sick and weak. At 
first I was surprised to find 
her washing dishes. I offered 
to do the dishes for her but 
she refused. She was weak 


and couldn’t stand for more 
than five minutes at a time. 

What she told me was a 
life changing experience. 

My dear friend said that 
she couldn’t do much any¬ 
more but doing this one little 
thing, washing the dishes, 
made her feel that she could 
do something for herself 
and family. She felt that she 
needed to do for someone 
rather than always being 
done for. 

She said doing something 
helped her still feel alive. So, 

I learned not to rush in and 
just clean or do other things 
for a homebound friend. 

There are many ways to 
help a homebound friend or 
relative feel a part of every¬ 
day life. 

Plan to call or visit when 
you are not rushed. 

Arrange for a regular date 
to get together. 

Encourage your friend to 
express emotions and then 
listen to them. 

Encourage self-care 
such as adequate nutrition, 
rest, follow-up on medical 
appointments. 

Offer to bring over a meal 
and then eat with them. Eat¬ 
ing alone all the time is not 
fun. 

Be sure to ask about what 
help will be most valuable 
such as dusting, vacuum¬ 
ing, laundry, changing the 
sheets, doing the dishes, etc. 

If your assistance is declined 
this time, continue to express 
your desire to help on subse¬ 
quent visits. 

Help a female friend or 
relative feel good about her 
appearance by offering to 


polish her nails, comb her 
hair or bring a new acces¬ 
sory. Helping a friend sort 
through everyday jewelry 
may not only make it easier 
for them to use, but it also 
can bring forth some discus¬ 
sion about memories related 
to the jewelry. 

Encourage mind-stimu¬ 
lating pastimes such as word 
puzzles, journaling, drawing, 
crafting and reading. 

Share news about family, 
friends and current events to 
facilitate connections with 
the outside world. Share 
the newspaper and current 
magazines. 

Encourage your friend or 
relative to get a computer 
and help the person connect 
to the world through the 
internet on social networks, 
online education courses, 
current events, shopping and 
health related information. 

You may want to help a 
homebound friend decorate 
for the holidays. If you offer 
to help decorate, then also 
offer to come back to help 
put everything away. 

If the person uses a wheel¬ 
chair, or is confined to a bed, 
place the decorations in plac¬ 
es that will be most visible to 
accommodate their needs.

Then, write the name of 
each month of the year 
on each piece, starting 
with January on Dec. 26. 

Now, keep that little 
packet of paper handy. 
Each day, write the 
weather on the correct

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date. Weather folk¬ 
lore says the weather 
during the first 12 
days after Christmas 
indicate what the 
weather will be like 
during each of the 12 
months for the com¬ 
ing year.

I love weather folk¬ 
lore and Benjamin 
Franklin had some of 
the best. He loved to 
write in rhyme, plus 
he actually studied 
plants and animals 
and how they reacted 
to weather. That’s 
how we got the “ red 
sky at night, sailors 
delight “ types of pre¬ 
dictions and so many 
more. 

He published them 
in Poor Richard’s 
Almanac, preserving 
them for centuries 
to come. Remember¬ 
ing them and passing 
them on to future 
generations is a gift 
that keeps on giving. 
You don’t even have 
to wrap them. 

Farmers and 
gardeners are great 
students of plants 
and animal behavior. 
Both of my grandfa¬ 
thers could tell you 
when it was going to 
snow or rain, just by 
watching the animals. 
The women in the 
family watched the 
plants. When those 
dandelions closed, the 
clothesline got emp¬ 
tied, and right quick. 

Scientific studies 
have not been done 
to prove folklore 
accuracy. There’s no 
money in it. However, 
I recently found out 
that a Racine, Wise., 
Farm Service Agency 
Committee actually 
kept track of folklore 


predictions, over sev¬ 
eral years, to see just 
how accurate the old 
adages were when 
it came to predict¬ 
ing weather. Turns 
out they were just as 
accurate as the TV 
and radio meteorolo¬ 
gists, even predicting 
the first and last frost 
dates. 

So, here are a few, 
just for you. A ring 
around the moon, a 
change very soon. 

A green Christmas; 
a white Easter. If 
there’s thunder dur¬ 
ing Christmas week, 
the winter will be 
anything but meek. 

If the first snowfall 
lands on unfrozen 
ground, the winter 
will be mild. If there 
is thunder in winter, 
it will snow days days 
later. Frost on the 
Dec. 21 is said to indi¬ 
cate a severe winter. 

Now, please pre¬ 
serve these and more 
in your memory and 
pass them on to the 
next generation of 
gardeners and farm¬ 
ers. You could even 
make a Christmas 
book of old folklore 
to pass down among 
the generations. Put 
the family name on 
it and make it a fam¬ 
ily heirloom. No one 
knows who will be 
the next gardener 
in your family, but 
I’m pretty sure they 
would treasure a 
hand written keep¬ 
sake.

After today, there are 
only 12 more shop¬ 
ping days before 
Christmas.

Know these facts when buying, selling vehicle 


A s we approach the 
end of the year, I 
chose topics that 
relate to that very subject. 

Buying, selling vehicle 
at end of year 

If you have sold or 
intend to sell a vehicle 
before the end of the year, 
be sure that the buyer 
transfers the vehicle at 
the county clerk’s office. 
Just signing the title and 
having it notarized will 
not remove the vehicle or 
the tax obligation from 
your name. Whomever’s 
name is in the AVIS Sys¬ 
tem (state transportation 
system) on Jan. 1 of that 
year is responsible for the 


property tax on that vehi¬ 
cle for that entire year. 

If you buy a vehicle 
from an indi¬ 
vidual this 
year, you will 
pay usage 
(sales) tax at 
the time of 
transfer. If 
you buy a 
vehicle from 
a dealer, you 
will most 
likely pay 
the usage 
tax (sales) ' 
to them and 
they will pay our office 
when they submit the 
paper work for transfer.

Revenue will enter the 
2013 tax rates into the 
AVIS System on Jan. 1. 
Normally the owner of 
the vehicle will pay that 
amount in their birth 
month or upon renew¬ 
ing their vehicle license 
(sticker). However, you can 
pay property tax before 
your renewal date. 

Some vehicle owners 
use their tax return and 
pay property tax early in 
the year and renew their 
vehicles registration when 
it comes due. Renewal 
notices are mailed by the 
Revenue Department 45 
days before the expiration 
date. 


Junking a vehicle 

If you have sold or 
plan to sell a vehicle for 
scrap, you must bring the 
title and license plate to 
our office and pay $1 to 
“junk” the vehicle in the 
state system, which will 
remove that vehicle from 
your name. 

All taxes must be paid 
on that vehicle before this 
can take place. This must 
be done before the end 
of the year to avoid 2013 
taxes. Just selling a vehicle 
for scrap does not remove 
your obligations.

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active student shooters, however, 
the topic of student safety can no 
longer be hemmed in just by dollars 
and cents. 

If anything, our world is now one 
of extremes. Extreme reality shows, 
extreme political polemics. 

In our schools, students dealing 
with extreme emotions sometimes 
find extreme solutions to 
their problems.

According to statistics sup¬ 
plied at last week’s special- 
called meeting by Sheriff 
Troy Young, the Anderson 
County sheriff’s department 
made 104 juvenile arrests in 2011. 

In similarly sized Mercer Coun¬ 
ty? Only 20. 

It’s not fair or accurate to link 
the presence of a resource officer 
with the number of juvenile arrests 
made in a year. 

But it is accurate to say juveniles 
commit crimes. Crimes that could 
potentially harm their peers. Peers 
(and the aforementioned juveniles) 
that Blackhurst interacts with 
every day. 

The board also must consider 
Blackhurst’s presence to be impor¬ 
tant, considering they did indeed 
increase his salary reimbursement 
from 25 to 50 percent. 


Clark said the officer’s salary 
reimbursement would come out of 
the district’s former Energy Educa¬ 
tion fee budget. 

That’s interesting because the 
district paid $87,600 from May 
2011 to May 2012 to Energy Educa¬ 
tion (now known as Cenergistic), 
an energy management program 
that helps to “reduce consumption, 
improves internal processes and 
changes behavior to ensure savings 
endure,” according to the company’s 
website. 


The district has been paying 
$7,300 in fees every month to this 
agency since initiating the program 
in the fall of 2008, only recently fin¬ 
ishing up their payments in Octo¬ 
ber 2012, according to Clark. 

By the way, this does not include 
the part-time salary of the required 
hire of an energy manager in order 
to participate in the program. 

To be fair, the net energy sav¬ 
ings as of this summer are about 
$513,000 after paying out Energy 
Education fees and the energy man¬ 
ager’s part-time salary, Clark said 
via e-mail. The district will also be 
able to access the energy conserva¬ 
tion company and its resources free 
of charge from now on. 


But working with Energy Edu¬ 
cation cost the district more than 
$350,000 in Energy Education fees 
over the past four years. 

About 14 times what the board 
will now pay to keep Blackhurst. 

Consider this as well: the Ander¬ 
son County district also spent 
$34,142 on a district-wide, cumula¬ 
tive T-shirt order with a single ven¬ 
dor last year. 

I believe a resource officer is 
worth that much, if not more. 

Given the difficult choice 

between T-shirts and law 
enforcement, I choose 
law enforcement. Every 
time. 

Is it going to come to 
an annual “safety” fee to 
keep a school resource 
officer directing traffic 
and establishing a law enforcement 
presence in the high school? 

I hope not. 

But if the district refused to sup¬ 
ply the funds to keep the officer, I 
would feel compelled to do some¬ 
thing, even paying a safety fee just 
as students now must pay a $50 
instructional fee to supply their 
own textbooks. 

I would pay it not because it feels 
good to have a school resource offi¬ 
cer in the high school, but because a 
school resource officer is as needed, 
if not more immediately necessary, 
than spending $350,000 on the best 
way to turn off the lights.

County clerk sells birdhouses to help Kentucky veterans

Buy a license plate 
birdhouse, help a veteran. 

Anderson County 
Clerk Jason Denny is ask¬ 
ing Anderson County 
residents to help reach a 
$5,000 goal for next year 
by purchasing a bird- 
house to assist veterans. 

The Kentucky County 
Clerks Association, work¬ 
ing with the Hope for Vet¬ 
erans foundation, donates 
all the proceeds of hand¬ 
made license plate bird- 
houses to support three 
state veterans’ homes, 
Denny said. 

The Fletcher County 
clerk’s father-in-law con¬ 
structs the birdhouses 
free of charge in his 
woodshop every day, 
Denny said. 

U A11 we do is supply 
the used license plates,” 
he said, adding he pur¬ 
chases the birdhouses out 
of his pocket, not with 
taxpayer money, and is 
reimbursed after each 
one is sold. 

Fitted with a license 
plate roof, the birdhouses 


can feature license plates 
of a buyer’s choice or 
organization, he said, 
including plates that sup¬ 
port coal miners, cancer 
awareness, sportsmen 
groups, farm tags and all 
venues of the military. 

From July to Novem¬ 
ber 2012, the County 
Clerks Association has 
raised more than $47,000 
for veterans, the majority 
of which came from the 
birdhouse sales, Denny 
said. 

Denny, who said he 
began selling the bird- 
houses for the first time 
this year, has raised about 
$1,000 in the last two 
months, he said. 

Money raised by the 
County Clerks Associa¬ 
tion over the years has 
purchased personal items 
for veterans such as sus¬ 
penders, wallets and even 
a wheelchair accessible 
van. 

This year for example, 
Denny said, he will be 
attending a Christmas 
dinner for veterans, 
funded by money-raising 
efforts of the Clerks Asso¬ 
ciation, on Dec. 18 in east- 


Birdhouses for sale 
at clerk's office 

Anderson County Clerk Jason Denny 
is currently selling license plate 
birdhouses as part of a fundraiser for 
veterans through the Hope for Veterans 
foundation and the Kentucky County 
Clerks Association.

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Board to increase share of school resource officer salary

The Anderson County 
Board of Education will now 
be paying a little more out of 
pocket to keep the sheriff’s 
office school resource officer 
Paul Blackhurst at Anderson 
County High School. 

The school board unani¬ 
mously voted in a special- 
called meeting Dec. 6 to double 
the resource officer’s current 
salary reimbursement from 25 
to 50 percent for about $25,000 
total. 

The decision does not give 
Blackhurst a pay increase. 

Sheriff Troy Young 
appeared before the board 
stating he and board members 
weren’t “on the same page” at 
the Nov. 19 meeting when he 
made his first request. 

Young added that since 
the board was looking for a 
compromise regarding the 
increase, he would change his 
request to a 50 percent reim¬ 
bursement as opposed to his 
first request for 75 percent. 

“I hit you all in the middle 
of a budget year,” Young said 
at last Thursday’s meeting. 
“What I would propose is 50 
percent to help finish out your 
all’s budget.” 

Young listed a variety of 
programs and services that the 
sheriff’s office and the school 
resource officer participate 
in, including the DARE fish¬ 
ing derby, Shop With a Cop, 


Buckle Up Bearcats and traf¬ 
fic control, as well as statistics 
regarding juvenile arrests in 
Anderson County —where 
two school resource officers 
serve — as opposed to Mercer 
County’s arrest statistics. Mer¬ 
cer County does not employ a 
school resource officer, Young 
said. 

The city police depart¬ 
ment employs its own school 
resource officer, Officer 
Joe Saunier, who serves 
in the Anderson County 
Middle School. 

“We’re in and out of 
the schools all the time,” 
Young said, adding that 
the office had three sher¬ 
iff’s units in the schools 
several times a week. 

Board member James 
Sargent, who was absent 
at the November board meet¬ 
ing, asked Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell and Finance 
Officer Nick Clark if any 
program in the school system 
would be jeopardized if the 
board granted the increase. 

Mitchell and Clark asserted 
they could find funds to meet 
both a 50 percent and a 75 per¬ 
cent salary reimbursement. 

“I have found the funds 
available and no programs 
will be cut,” Clark said. 

Sargent said Anderson 
County hasn’t had really bad 
problems in its schools. 

“Maybe the reason why we 
haven’t had these problems is 


because we’ve had presence 
with the sheriff’s department 
and the police department,” he 
said. “I hate paying high prices 
like everyone else, but that’s 
life.” 

School board president 
Roger McDowell said that’s 
his point. He doesn’t see any 
change in revenues being cut 
from the state and he is con¬ 
cerned about being able to sus¬ 


tain the teacher’s recent pay 
raises for the district to remain 
competitive. 

“They’re a valuable 
resource, I’ve got nothing neg¬ 
ative to say about their perfor¬ 
mance,” McDowell said of the 
school resource officers. “This, 
in my opinion, is not about the 
performance of our SROs. This 
is about money. His budget is 
getting squeezed, our budget’s 
getting squeezed. And one 
thing we have to look at, we’re 
going to have to prioritize. 
Because you can only have 
what you can pay for. We can’t 
keep running deficits like our 
federal government.” 


Sargent responded, saying 
he understands what McDow¬ 
ell is saying, but that staff and 
student safety is “our No. 1 
priority.” 

“Just because we don’t 
have an SRO in the schools 
all the time doesn’t we don’t 
care about the safety of our 
students,” McDowell said. “If 
we didn’t have an SRO in our 
schools, we have a problem, we 
call 911, they show up, just 
like they would in any 
other situation.” 

“A lot of the time it’s 
too late,” board member 
Steve Higgins, who men¬ 
tioned the school board 
held a similar discussion 
about school nurses eight 
years ago, said. 

“If we can afford it, 
that’s the way I look at it.” 

“We need to plan out this 
from the get-go,” Hahn said, 
who later made the first 
motion to approve a 50 per¬ 
cent increase to finish out the 
year. “Allow for these kinds of 
funds for this service.” 

Board member Scott Brown 
said keeping a school resource 
officer in the school allows 
teachers to teach. 

“I would sleep a lot better 
at night thinking we’ve got a 
police officer,” Sargent said. 

The city of Lawrenceburg 
stopped being involved in the 
SRO program in 2005, Young 
said, when it was picked up by 
the Anderson County Sheriff’s 


Office. 

Since 2005 the school board 
has been reimbursing the 
sheriff’s office 25 percent of 
the resource officer’s salary. 

The salary reimbursement 
will be funded by money orig¬ 
inally budgeted for Energy 
Education management fees, 
Clark said, which the board 
finished paying in October 
2012 through its four-year 
agreement with the energy 
conservation program. 

The 50 percent salary reim¬ 
bursement will cost the dis¬ 
trict about $25,000 total, Clark 
said. As of Tuesday morning, 
Clark did not have the exact 
amount, he said via e-mail, 
because the sheriff’s office 
sends an invoice for the SRO 
bill on a quarterly basis. 

Young also asked for the 
school board to consider a total 
75 percent salary increase for 
the resource when planning 
next fiscal year’s budget in 
July. 

McDowell said although 
he appreciates the com¬ 
promise for 50 percent, the 
board’s agreement to the 
increase did not guarantee 
a 75 percent increase for the 
school resource officer for the 
upcoming budget year. 

“If I need to come back and 
readdress it, I’d be more than 
happy to,” Young said.

Local constable threatens legal action against fiscal court 


Shouse claims'management'trying to run him from office after court jacks up bond to $1M

Booze licenses MIA? 

Magistrate Forest Dale Stevens asked a question during last Tuesday's fiscal court meeting 
that had a few heads shaking but received no concrete answers. 

While discussing County Clerk Jason Denny's proposed budget, Stevens 
asked why a line item used to show receipts from the sale of county beer 
and liquor licenses is blank. 

"No one comes in and asks to purchase one,"said Denny, whose office col¬ 
lects the fees but is not responsible for enforcement. 

"Well, should everyone who handles [packaged] liquor and beer have 
one?" Stevens asked. 

Stevens "They have in the past... at least a few honest ones,"said Denny. 

Local ordinances indeed require those who sell packaged alcohol to have 
separate licenses for beer and liquor, each of which costs several hundred dollars. 

"Why are we not collecting it?"Stevens asked but received not answer. "If we're not going to 
collect it we need to do away with it." 



A local constable threat¬ 
ened legal action Monday 
against the Anderson County 
Fiscal Court following its deci¬ 
sion days earlier to force him 
to increase his liability bond 
from $10,000 to $1 million. 

The fiscal court 
raised the bond 
requirement on con¬ 
stable Jerry Shouse 
during its meeting last 
Tuesday morning after 
learning that he had 
obtained a drug-sniff¬ 
ing dog. County Attor¬ 
ney Bobbi Jo Lewis 
said if the dog were to 
bite someone or dam¬ 
age personal property, the fis¬ 
cal court would have liability 
issues even though the office 
of constable is separately 
elected and constables don’t 
answer to the fiscal court. 

Shouse said Monday that 
he wasn’t aware of the fiscal 
court’s decision and vowed to 
fight it. 

“This is the first I’ve heard 
of it,” Shouse said when con¬ 
tacted by The Anderson News. 
“I wasn’t invited [to the meet¬ 
ing] and not notified in any 
form or fashion. 

“I’d say this was all pre¬ 
planned. It’s time to get law¬ 
yers involved. I hate to do that, 
but what they’ve done isn’t 
right and they know it.” 


Shouse, who has been a 
constable for five years, added 
that he already has a $1 mil¬ 
lion bond in place that covers 
any actions he takes as a con¬ 
stable. 

“I have a better liability 
policy than the county does,” 
said Shouse, a former officer 
with the Lawrenceburg Police 


Department who said his law 
enforcement experience spans 
15 years. “I buy it personally.” 

The office of constable is 
required by the state’s consti¬ 
tution and gives those elected 
the full power of any peace 
officer, including the right to 
detain and arrest suspects. 

The fiscal court several 
years ago voted against paying 
the bonding fee for local con¬ 
stables, and has voted several 
times against requests from 
Shouse to use a blue light in 
his vehicle. 

The office has come under 
close scrutiny recently, includ¬ 
ing in an extensive report 
released last month by the 
Kentucky Sheriff’s Association 


that said constables are no lon¬ 
ger needed in Kentucky. 

“That report’s a joke,” 

Shouse said. “The Kentucky 
Association of Constables will 
have a response to that.” 

Shouse claimed the fis¬ 
cal court’s demand for an 
increased bond mirrors that 
report and is nothing but an 
attempt to drive him 
from office. 

“Certain people in 
this county are deter¬ 
mined to get rid of 
constables at any cost 
and will use whatever 
means they can,” Shouse 
said. 

“I have attempted to 
work hand in hand with 
the law enforcement commu¬ 
nity. If you talk to line officers 
I’ve worked with, they all have 
positive comments toward me. 
The issues are coming from 
management levels.” 

Sheriff Troy Young spoke 
during Tuesday’s meeting and 
said he agreed with the sher¬ 
iff’s association’s report. 

“Constables are responsible 
for .001 percent of law enforce¬ 
ment in Kentucky, and we 
are capable of handling all 
local law enforcement duties,” 
Young said. 

“This isn’t personal against 
Jerry. I worked with him with 
the city and even offered him 
a job in the court system. I’m 
not against constables, but 


I’m tired of my phone ringing 
with complaints against them, 
and I have nothing to do with 
them.” 

Young said that while his 
deputies will always back up 
a constable if needed, they 
do not assist them in making 
arrests. 

“Our policy is that if you 
catch them, you clean them,” 
Young said. “As far as them at 
one of our scenes, they aren’t 
needed and are a distraction.” 

Shouse said he acquired the 
dog at the same location as the 
one acquired earlier this year 
by the Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office. 

He said he and the dog are 
fully certified, and that his is 
a “people friendly” dog that 
would not bite. 

County Attorney Bobbi 
Jo Lewis said Shouse, as a 
constable, has every right to 
purchase and utilize the dog, 


but Young said it simply isn’t 
needed. 

“We’re not going to utilize it 
and I’ve spoken to [city police 
chief] Chris Atkins and they 
aren’t going to use it, either. 

“He’s purchased a dog that 
isn’t needed.” 

Lewis said there is prec¬ 
edent elsewhere in the state 
where fiscal courts have 
required million dollar-plus 
bonds for constables with drug 
dogs. She said setting the level 
here at $1 million is consistent 
with other local ordinances 
dealing with vicious dogs. 

“It has to be reasonable, and 
it’s appropriate that a dog of 
this caliber have the same as 
a vicious dog,” she said, adding 
that the fiscal court had up to 
10 days to notify Shouse of the 
requirement.

Young and 61 volunteers started Sat¬ 
urday with a trip to a shoe store, where 
each child — ranging from 18 months 
to high school — was able to pick out a 
pair of shoes. 

From there it was on to Walmart for 
toys and clothing. Store manager Kim 
Darland made their trip even more exit¬ 
ing by having a Santa Claus on hand 
along with snacks for the children. 

Once the shopping concluded, the 
children were taken to Edwardo’s Pizza, 
where store manager Dave Richmond 
provided a free lunch for all involved. 

“It was wonderful,” said Young, add¬ 
ing that this year’s fundraising efforts 
provided $14,000, well beyond the pro¬ 
gram’s goal of $8,000, which would have 
taken care of 40 children. 

“As usual, the community’s generos¬ 
ity overwhelmed us,” Young said, “and 
we were able to take care of over 50 
kids.” 

The children are selected through 
the school district’s Family Resource 
Centers, Young said, adding that if a 
child is selected, siblings are added to 
the list.

As Bob Dylan sang, 

“Times, they are a-changin.’” 

When we left you last week, we 
all thought the football buzz was 
pretty much over with Mark Stoops 
taking over at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky. Most observers have given UK 
athletics director Mitch Barnhart 
high marks for taking the chance on 
Stoops. Of course, given the fact that 
Stoops has never called a play or run 
a practice as the head coach, there are 
some legitimate questions, but they 
will be answered soon enough. 

But since last Wednesday, we’ve 
seen reports of a plane heading from 
Knoxville, Tenn. to Louisville only to 
turn back empty-handed. (I never did 
see whether that was actually true or 
not. I assume it wasn’t.) 

We’ve seen an entire fan base, 

one starved for

There are few 
assistant coaches that have created 
more buzz than the former UK wide 
receiver who ran the offensive show 
at Texas Tech. No matter what he is 
making and even given the fact that 
he is coming home, Brown’s hiring is 
one of the most significant anywhere 
in college football this off-season. 

His stock really is that hot these 
days. 

For years, UK has been criticized 
for not putting its money where its 
mouth is when it comes to football, 
but the Brown hiring says that is 
changing. Whether or not that change 
is permanent remains to be seen. 

**As for Charlie Strong, you can’t 
help but admire the guy for stay¬ 
ing in Louisville. While Cardinal

Anderson County’s girls’ 
basketball team showed 
exactly what some observers 
had been talking about in 
the off-season last Tuesday.

Even if you 
never met Louis Meadows, chances are he touched 
your life, especially if you love girls’ hoops. 

Mr. Meadows, who lived in Dry Ridge, put together 
a statewide girls’ basketball news network that might 
have been the most informative e-mail to find a home 
in my inbox each week. 

Mr. Meadows died last week after a long battle with 
cancer. 

The first time I met Mr. Meadows was at the girls’ 
Eighth Region Tournament about 10 years ago. He 
was wearing a shirt that said, “The number one fan of 
girls’ basketball in Kentucky.” 

His passion got its start when, as a teacher, he 
believed the girls did not get a fair shake in the media 
and with fans. Over the years, I sent him notes about 
Anderson County and he used every one, simply to 
give kids more exposure. 

He could tell you as much about the girls’ game as 
anyone I ever knew and had well over 1,000 people 
in his address book and published the newsletter on a 
website as well. 

Mr. Meadows was one of those nice guys who was 
genuinely in it for the kids. 

He signed off every newsletter with “Until I am 
back in the saddle again, may all your trails be happy 
and your water be cool.”

Less than four years later, 
Haddix is back, albeit in a dif¬ 
ferent role. 

In a turn of events that no 
one could have predicted, Had¬ 
dix is now coaching the sport 
he loves at Anderson County 
Middle School and he could 
not be happier. 

“When I got done wrestling, 
I thought I was done. I thought 
I was done for life, but it was 
something I was hoping I 
could continue for life,” Had¬ 
dix says. 

He’d completed a four-year 
stint in the National Guard 
when Haddix learned of 
the middle school opening. 
Without a second thought, he 
applied for the job, created 
when long-time coaches Tra¬ 
vis York and Mike Ramirez 
stepped aside. 

Now, with the enthusiasm 
of a kid who has just got¬ 
ten THE gift he wanted for 
Christmas, Haddix is leading 
the Mustang program to early 
success. The team won its first 
meet at Madison County and 
has three unbeaten wrestlers 
after Saturday’s home match 
with a pair of Lexington 
schools. 

“It hadn’t crossed my mind 
to coach,” Haddix said last 
week. 

So far, Haddix is doing just 
fine with an age group that is, 
for the most part, just finding 
itself on the mat. 

“My wife says I do better 
with 11-year-olds and I never 
grew up anyway,” Haddix says 
with a laugh. 

Actually, coaching middle 
schoolers can be a difficult 
proposition, especially to some¬ 
one who never competed at 
that level. 

“I didn’t wrestle in middle 
school,” says Haddix, who 
started his career as a high 
school sophomore. “When I 
started practice, all I knew was 
high school. I had to adapt.” 


Middle schoolers have big day 

The Anderson County Middle School wres¬ 
tlers put together a big day Saturday in 
a meet with E J. Hayes and Lexington 
Christian. The meet was held at Ander¬ 
son County Middle School. 

Four Anderson wrestlers, Jonah Perry, 
Andrew Goodlett, Travis Walling and 
Jackson Frazier, were all unbeaten 
Saturday. Perry won four bouts while 
Goodlett, Walling and Frazier took three. 
Perry is 9-0 on the year at 92 pounds, 
while Goodlett is 8-0 at 130. Walling is 
7-0 at 140. 

Frazier wrestles in the 113-pound class. 
Eighth-grader Clay Bowman went 3-1 
to improve to 6-1 on the year at 152 
pounds while sixth-grader Joe Taylor 
went 2-1 at 121 pounds. He is 6-1 on 
the year. 

While middle school sports 
do serve as feeder systems 
for the high school programs, 
there is much more to the 
task. Unlike the more tradi¬ 
tional sports like basketball 
or football, many of the kids 
are taking part in competitive 
wrestling for the first time 
when they join the Mustang 
team. 

“It is a whole different 
atmosphere,” Haddix says. 

At the middle school level, 
many kids are simply trying 
out sports to see what they 
want to pursue later, if at all. 
It’s not uncommon for a kid to 
have a great day in competi¬ 
tion one day and forget the 
practice uniform the next. 

“In middle school wrestling, 
one day, they will buy into the 
system and take in everything 
you say,” Haddix smiles. “The 
next day, they are jumping 
around, lying on the mat and 
doing things like that. I think 
it is just their age. With middle 
school kids, you have to keep 
them on task.” 

Haddix has also seen how 
much kids change during 
those middle school years. 
“There is so much difference 
between sixth- and eighth- 
graders,” Haddix says. “There 
is more than between a sopho¬ 
more and a senior in high 
school.” 

Haddix, however, isn’t 


worried too much about the 
results right now. It’s all about 
learning the sport. 

“I try to teach discipline,” he 
says. “You have to have the dis¬ 
cipline to show up for practice 
and give your best every day.” 

Still, Haddix is a competi¬ 
tor. One only needs to see him 
twisting and turning in the 
coach’s corner for a few bouts 
to see that. He just wants to 
make sure his wrestlers under¬ 
stand success and what it takes 
to get there at the high school 
level. 

“The big thing is that some 
coaches teach kids how to win 
at the middle school level,” 
Haddix says. “I want to teach 
them how to win in high 
school.” 

In other words, Haddix feels 
middle school is about learn¬ 
ing the basics, learning the 
proper way of doing things. 

If that yields winning in the 
middle school years, it is just 
gravy added to the meal. 

“The reason I passed kids 
that had been wrestling for 
years was I came in as a sopho¬ 


more with clear thoughts. 
Coach (Tom) Castle taught me 
all that I needed to know.” 

Getting the wrestling part 
down has not been difficult 
but that is only part of the job. 

“When I came into it, I had 
no idea what I was doing,” 
Haddix smiles. “I had no clue 
there was so much paper¬ 
work.” 

Haddix credits York and 
Anderson County High School 
coach Graham Carlton for 
making sure the middle school 
program kept going. 

“I credit Travis York for 
starting the program at the 
middle school,” Haddix says. 

“If it were not for Travis 
York and Steve Karsner (who 
started Anderson wrestling 
at the high school), we would 
not be where we are with the 
program.” 

Haddix feels the middle 
school will have a major say 
in where the program goes in 
an era that is seeing wrestling 
being added to numerous high 
schools each year. Part of the 
job is just getting kids to come 


out for the team. 

This year, there was little 
concerted effort as Haddix got 
a late start. “Basically, it was 
real simple,” he says. “We had 
an announcement that said, ‘If 
you want to wrestle, sign up.’ 

“We had some kids recrui- 
ing their friends. They seem to 
love it. Their parents tell me 
they love it. 

“We have 20 kids on the ros¬ 
ter. The cool thing is that most 
of the kids have stayed with it. 
It is a 5:30 thing, so it is not just 
kids staying after school. They 
have to be here from 5:30 to 
8. They are committed to this. 
They are not just coming after 
school. They want to come and 
be a part of the team.” 

In their own small ways, 
then, the Mustangs are mirror¬ 
ing their coach. 

“I started out with an ‘A’ on 
my chest,” he says. “It is my 
program and has been my pro¬ 
gram since I was a sophomore 
in high school.”
